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"Courageous and Sound Approach" 

There has been so. much criticism of Secretary 
of Agriculture Benson that an inadequately-informed 
person could readily believe that he and his policies 
suffer the virtual unanimous opposition of the farmer. 

This is not the cose. Large, important and far- 
sighted (farm groups respect and support the Secre- 
tary and his objectives. For example, the American 
National Cattlemen's Association, at its recent annual 
convention in Now Orleans, passed a formal resolu- 
tion commending the Secretary for his "courageous 
and sound approach" in trying to maintain a free 
agricultural economy. 

The wording is < significant. A so-called "solu- 
tion" to the farm {problem which reduces agriculture 
of bureaucratic/ domination is far worse than no so- 
lution at all. ft is to the credit of the cattlemen 
and other livestock producers that they have long 
understood this and have been loaders in opposing 
proposals which would,, lake, .away their freedom and 
independence iii"rciurn' for 'federal* handouts. And 
they have Held that ^jos|tlon during periods when 
meat prices ihave^fccoh' seriously depressed. 

Regardless 1 of wtod ''heads the Department of Ag- 
riculture in the future, regardless of what changes 
for good or HI take place in the agricultural econ- 
omy, the maintenance of the farmer's freedom within 
our free enterprise system should be the basic goal 
of all.

The Righr-ro-Work States 

Eighteen states have passed right-to-work laws. 
While they differ in detail, in broad principle they 
©re all the same. . They .guarantee that a man has a 
right to join or not to join a Labor union or any other 
legitimate private organization, and still get and keep 



a job. In short, they protect him against coercion 
by. cither the employer or the union. , 

One argument against these laws Is that they 
hurt the economy generally. But a survey made of 
the 12 states which have had the laws since 1947, and 
so have had a chance to see just what results have 
been, 'belles that absolutely. These states have 
matched or outstripped national average gains in 
such important barometers of economic healtih as non- 
farm employment, business in operation, population 
growth, per capita earnings, retail sales, new con- 
struction and bank savings accounts. In some cases 
the differences are spoctacular-^business and' per- 
sonal savings, for example, increased 34 per cent 
more In the right-to-work states than in others. 

No one claims that the laws alone are the reason 
for such Improvement. But the facts certainly prove 
that the laws in no way hurt workers or others. 

Going beyond the statistics, the truth is that the 

righ right to work is as fundamental as religious 

freedom and the right of free speech, free assembly, 

and free press. Where the right to work does not 

exist, there is no real freedom.

Chain Store Age has something significant to say 
about the prospects of retailing in 1956: "The indi- 
cations are that retail sales will be' bigger than ever 
. , . But . . . this does not mean that the increased 
volume will be evenly distributed. It won't. One 
reason it won't is the great number of new stores that 
will be In the picture. In other words, competition 
will be tougher than ever, and every merchant will 
have to do his 'best even to equal last year's volume- 
let alone get his share of the additional business which 
will certainly be available." 

A survey indicates that the chains will open 10,000 
stores in 1956, as against 8,950 last year. Additional 
thousands will be opened toy independent merchants, 
who will be competing vigorously both with the 
chains and among .themselves for the fickle favor of 
the buying public.

This marks the first, time, in the 
history 6f the, sate Of passenger car 
plates that so many owners had reg- 
istered their vehicles by. such an 
early , date, Secretary Carpentier 
said. 

Mr. Carpentier attributed the 
early registration to the establish- 
ment of February 15 as the deadline 
for exhibiting current plates, the 
earliest in recent times, and the 
close cooperation of state, county 
and city police in the jDiiforcement 
of the time limit.

The cooling system should be 
drained of anti-freeze, flushed, and 
refilled with clean water. Plain 
water is the best summer coolant, 
according to Maplethorpe, since it 
offers superior heat transfer quali- 
ties. Check the fan belt for wear, 
and adjust if necessary. Leaks may 
have developed in the water pump 
or (hose connections, and, If dis- 
covered, given immediate atten- 
tion. A rust inhibitor added to the 
cooling system affords extra pro- 
tection. 

The engine's performance and 
economy will be increased if proper- 
ly tuned. Clean and adjust spark- 
plugs and distributor points; Inspect 
and clean battery and electrical 
connections ; check carburetor 
for leaks and adjust to proper Idling 
speed for warmer weather condi- 
tions. 

Brakes, which should always be in 
top condition regardless of season, 
should be adjusted and the linings 
inspected. If the lining is worn, 
replace it Fill the master, cylinder 
with the best quality brake fluid. 

Rotate the tires and examine for 
cuts, bruises, and worn tread. If 
tires are damaged or worn they 
should be replacel. Any attempt 
to squeeze the last mile from a tire 
is not worth the risk involved, he 
said. 

A complete lubrication of the en- 
tire chassis is recommended, and the 
crankcase drained and refilled with 
summer grade oil. Replace the oil 
filter cartridge, and -flush and re- 
fill the oil-bath cleaner.

Ownership Losses 

MINNEAPOLIS— Among the over 
lour million large and small, busi- 
nesses in the United. States, own- 
erships are being terminated 
more than three times as rapidly as 
are farm' ownerships,' This In spite 
of the fact that the last five years 
have seen rising .prosperity lor 
business along with declining in* 
come for agriculture. 

Over, the Ave. year period, 1050- 
54, business ownerships were ter- 
minated, either by sale to new 
owners or. by liquidation of the 
concerns, at an average annual 
rate of 167 per 1,000 firms, a 
study of Department of Commerce 
figures Show, r 

Department of Agriculture fig- 
ures for the" some period show 
an average, of 60 farm owner- ' 
ships per 1 1,000 were terminated, 
annually— 35 of them by sale or 
trade to new. owners, 13 by inher- 
itance, gift, etc., and 2 by foreclo- 
sure or .bankruptcy. 

A 1040 study by the Department 
of Commerce found that* only 
about one-half of, all business li- 
quidations were. to wind up losing 
ventures. Applied to the business 
liquidation figures * above, this * 
would mean that from 30 to 35 
out of each 1,000 American busi- 
nesses are being ended each year 
because they arc unsuccessful ven- 
tures;, the remainder of the liqui- 
dations are, for other reasons — 
death or retirement of owners, • 
etc. 



More Marriages S 
Reported in 1955 

NEW YORK— There were 1,532,- 
OQ0 marriages in the United States • 
during 1055, insurance company 
statisticians estimate. « 

This figure represents a 3 per 
cent Increase over the 1054 total' 
of 1,488,000 marriages, but. Is 
somewhat below the 1,545,000 mar- 
riages of 1053. 

The statisticians do not fore- 
see any appreciable change in 
the marriage rate during the leap . 
year 1058. In fact, they do not ex- 
pect a marked rise in the number 
of marriages lor several' years to 
come. 

* 'After ' the early 1960's, how- 
ever, there should be quite, an up- 
surge in marriages as the large 
number of babies born during the 
war and postwar years enter the 
marriageable ages,", the statisti-

Each geographic division of^the 
country shared, in the ; small rise; 
in marriages between 1054 and' 
1955, with, the largest .increases 
occurring In the Pacific and Moun- 
tain regions, where they amount- 
ed to 5.4 and 4.0 per cent re- 
spectively. 

Male Mental Patients 
Outnumber Female 

NEW YORK— More' men t than 
women are hospitalized 'for men- 
tal disorders In the United States., 
During 1051, the most recent year 
lor which figures are available, 
about 05,000, males^arid ,76,000 fe- 
males were admitted for ^the .first 
time to mental ■-'hospitals. v 

For both males "and lemales;V 
the rates for the first admission: 
to a hospital are lowest at the)';,;' 
younger ages and highest among 
the. ogecl. About half of all pa- 
tlents admitted to mental hospi- 
tals for the first time during the^ 
year were under 45. years of age, 1 
only one-tenth were' under age 
25, and less than 1 per cent were 
under age 15. 

Progress in the treatment' of 
mental disorders- is^ evidenced by . 
a substantial Increase in recovery 
rates as reflected by a higher pro- 
portion of releases from mental In- „ 
stltutions.

In 1055 infant!, mortality ' de- 
clined to a new low rate of 28.4,' 
per 1,000 live births, which is 
about 1V4 per cent below the. pre : , , 
vious minimum established In 
1954, and 30 per cent lower than 
■ the 1053 rate.

Constructive Hobby 
Sound Base for 
Longer Living 

CINCINNATI— If you're getting 
on In years", having a hobby Is 
more than a "bright Idea," it's 
sound medical,. advice. 

Dr. Ewald'Wt Busse, chief psy- 
chiatrist at Duke University, em- 
phasized at a symposium on aging 
that this recommendation is based 
on statistical evidence. 

"Our studies indicate that in- 
dividuals who continue to pur- 
sue a gainful occupation even 
though they -are past the usual 
age of retirement and others who 
occupy their time with, planned 
activity have relatively few de- 
pressive moods. They are strik- 
ingly different from people who 
have had to be hospitalized be- ' 
cause they arc unable to adjust • 
in the community," he said. 

"The people requiring hospital- 
ization were almost devoid of any 
interest which could satisfy their 
needs as a well selected hobby can 
do," he emphasized. 

"For this reason, I believe the 
physician is responsible for mak- 
ing ' sure his . patients - who are 
approaching retirement or are on 
the threshold of old age. provide 
themselves sources of entertain- 
ment and emotional rewards by 
developing-' planned creative and 
recreational activity," he said. 

However, he warned against 
hobbies •which are predominantly 
"receiving", such as radio, watch- 
ing television and movies. "Al- 
though such activity does have 
some usefulness, it can' be very' 
dangerous if it occupies the major 
portion of an Individual's time," 
he said.

LOS ANGELES— Is U. S.' Senate 
debate significant or is it just so 
much political hot air? 

Such debate docs play a signif- 
icant role in shaping national pol- 
icy, believes Dr. Earl Cain, a, 
speech ■ Instructor on. the Los 
Angeles campus of the University 
of California. He has been ana-' 
lyziAg t important Senate debates 
for a number of years by study- 
ing speeches printed in the "Con- 
gressional Record," and other 
sources, • 

One of the longest, and most 
Impassioned, Senate debates of 
modern times concerned America's 
neutrality -in, the 1930' s. Through, 
these debates," says Dr. Cain, the 

arguments and appeals of isola- 
tionism -were kept constantly, be- 
fore the people. ' 

For example, an . examination 
of 10 geographically distributed 
' newspapers from August 10 to 
August 29, 1040, revealed that the 
Senate neutrality debate was front 
page news on 14 of these -20 days. 
At least 89 . editorials, 25 photo- 
graphs, and, 33 cartoons 'occas- 
sloned by the debate appeared. In 
the 19 newspapers analyzed.

Many Haven't Filed 
Income Tax Report; 

April 15 Deadline 

With less than a month remaining 
before the deadline for filing of fed- 
eral income tax returns, an estimat- 
ed 1,700,000 taxpayers Have not yet 
prepared and filed their 1040's and 
1040A's, Delbert J. Luippold, acting 
district director of the Chicago of- 
fice said today. Only 1,060,000 re- 
turns have been received as of to- 
day, he revealed.. . 

Luippold urged taxpayers to get 
to work at once on preparing their 
1955 returns. As time passes, he 
pointed out, it becomes increasing- 
ly. .difficult to collect all essential 
financial records of last year, re- 
ceipted bills, cancelled checks, and 
other papers which enable the tax- 
payer to prepare the most accurate 
type of return. In . addition, the 
longer the ^taxpayer waits the more 
pressing becomes the obligation, 
and, some essential entries may be 
overlooked or incorrectly entered., 

• v The filing deadline is Monday, 
April 18. The coming weekend 
should offer a useful time in which 
a careful return may be prepared 
In two or three hours,' even by tax- 
payers who itemize deductions, 
Luippold said.

WASHINGTON— Engineers more 
nnd more look to the world's vol- 
canic areas as sources of power, 
heat and light, 

Mexico, after Investigating sev- 
eral promising hot springs dis- 
tricts In the general vicinity of it's 
capital, now plans exploratory 
drilling to tap potential under- 
ground steam supplies, 

The project Is one of a scries 
being carried on In cooperation 
with the United Nations technical 
assistance program to develop var- 
ious forms of industrial and do- 
mestic power in Latin America, 

Besides the Mexican project, 
similar efforts to use convenient 
volcanic energy are underway In 
the 'small Central American re- 
public of El Salvador, and on the 
British Island of St. Lucia in the 
Caribbean. . 

In the South Pacific, New Zea- 
land is building a power-station 
at Walrakei in North Island's 
famous volcanic region where 
pools boll, fumarolcs and geysers 
erupt, and mudpots churn furi- 
ously. 

i Dozens of steam bores have 
been drilled, the deepest reaching 
3,000 feet or more. Many provide 
high pressure that remains undi- 
minished, occasionally even in- 
creasing, despite years of spout- 
ing. 

Electricity to be generated at 
Walrakei within the next few 
years is expected to help power 
New Zealand's Industrial future 
in such fields as paper making 
and railway transport.

1955 Population Rise 
Just Short of Record 

NEW YORK— An increase of 
2,810.000 during 1955 brought 'the 
population of the* United ,StateB' 
to 160,740,000 at the year's end. 
The. increase was only 13,000 less 
*j than the all-time record set in 
1054. 

This was the tenth year in which 
the high rate of population growth 
has' continued unabated. During 
the decade the gain was about 
20,000,000, a larger'number than in 
the preceding 21 years. 
; Natural Increase in population 
during the ycar-^the excess of 
births over deaths— amounted;, to, 
2,570,000 compared with 2,500,000 
in 1854;

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Educator Believes 
Rural Youth Needs 
Special Education 

ANN ARBOR, Mich.— Education 
for rural youth should not follow 
exactly the same pattern that 
education for city children fol- 
lows. 

This is the conviction of Robert 
S. Fox, associate professor of 
education and director of the 
University School at the Univer- 
sity of Michigan. 

He contends that a good educa- 
tional program should capitalize 
on the rural background of the 
child rather than superimpose an 
urban education that doesn't fit 
his needs. 

Professor Fox asserts, "This 
business of using the environ- 
ment with which the child is 
familiar should, permeate every 
subject and class activity. Take. 
Arithmetic. Problems could be 
suited to the rural situation. So- 
cial studies ought to emphasize' 
rural' needs and might Include 
study of the community, con- 
servation, and changes in the 
community. , . For young children 
the teacher could Introduce so- 
cial studies relating to the im- 
mediate communlty^home and 
school. , 

"Probably we need in some way 
to encourage our 'teachers who 
come from rural areas, and have 
some understanding and appreci- 
ation of rural problems to stay 
there," he continues. ' 



Let's Get Rid of 

Tele-Violence 



Through the channels 6f televi- 
sion "a polluted stream of crime, 
violence, brutality and sadism is 
steadily being pumped into the na- 
tion's homes," declares Don Whar- 
ton in the April Reader's Digest. 

In an article condensed from Par- 
ent's Magazine, Wharton reports 
that the Purdue Opinion Panel 
found, in a single week, 7065 acts 
or threats of violence on the TV* 
stations of New York alone. In the 
same city, television shows for chil- 
dren averaged 38 scenes of violence 
an hour. 

A Senate subcommittee found 
one-fourth of Washington's TV time, 
in hours from 4 to 10 p. m. devoted 
to crime and * violence. In nine 
other major cities the subcommittee 
disclosed an almost equally appall- 
ing average. * . 

The Digest author, watching his 
own television screen during chil- 
dren's hours, observed a "putrid 
parade" of assorted tortures, blood- 
lettings, . killings, shootings and 
other crimes. 

Wharton says there is "a moun- 
tain Of evidence" that" tele-violence 
is a cause of juvenile delinquency. 
The director of the California Youth 
Authority reports that methods used 
in juvenile crimes have frequently

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Good Eye Care 
Should Begin Early 

NEW YORK— Today's . schools 
are placing great stress upon gen- 
eral health programs, but not 
enough of this stress ia being 
plnced on the vitally important 
function of eyesight, according to 
the Better Vision Institute. 

It is 'estimated that about 83 
per cent of all our knowledge 
comes to us through our eyes. 
And yet a number of studies show 
how little attention Is paid to the 
vision of youngsters during the 
learning period. 

Near-point vision has been large* 
ly overlooked, although reading 
is essential to education. Wall 
chart tests of distance seeing 
which have been conducted in 
many schools for years have not 
led to any large-scale correction 
of the shortcomings in far-point 
vision. 

A recent study of female office 

workers who had been out of 
school less than two years found 
more than t half of the group to 
have uncorrected low acuity. It's 
believed that if these girls had 
been given early correction they 
would not have made such a poor 
showing. 

. Seeing faults, corrected at the 
earliest possible age,, cut down 
on the amount of visual trouble 
that people will have to endure 
In adult years.

Some Pension Plan 

About one-third of the nation's 
employed civilian work force is 
now covered by some form of pen- 
sion plan, the Institute of Life 
Insurance reports. The major- 
ity of these workers arc also cov* 
ered by Social Security, 

It Is estimated that some 22,000,- 
000 persons are . enrolled , under 
pension plans, almost one-fifth of 
them under plans insured by life 
insurance companies, 

Private pension plans of all 
types account for over 60 per 
cent of the total number of these 
persons; state, county, municipal 
or Federal civil service plans 
for }0 per cent; the. balance being 
railroad employees or persons un- 
der profit-sharing plans with some 
retirement feature. 

The greatest, rate of growth has 
been the private pension plans, 
those covered by such plans 
having more than doubled. in the' 
past ten years and now number- 
ing five times the number report- 
ed in 1935., 

"The years since the bottom of 
the depression of the 1930's have 
seen* a tremendous growth in re- 
tirement-consciousness , and finan- 
cial planning for retirement," the 
institute' says. "From the best, es- 
timates available, it appears that 
•the number, of workers covered 
by pension plans of all types, pri- 
vate and public, has increased by 
almost 350 per cent since 1035. 

Private pension plans have 
shown the greatest percentage in- 
creases In these years. The num- 
ber of private pension plans in 
force rose from 1,091 in 1935, to 
7,425 in 1945 "and no less than 
20,000 in 1955, at least* a twenty- 
fold increase for the twenty-year
